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Crews fighting 

waste centre fire 



FIRE fighters are still 
tackling a blaze at a 
waste recycling centre 
in Haverhill which 
started on Monday. 

More than 50 fire fighters 
have been battling the fire at 
the site in Homefield Road, 
since 9.30am on Monday, and 
have yet to get far enough into 
the smoke-logged building to 
put it out. 

Residents have been advised 
to keep doors and windows 
closed and some workers at 
nearby factories were sent home, 
as a huge plume of smoke spilled 
out over the surrounding area. 

Station Commander Paul 
Goodman, the officer in charge 
of the operation, said crews were 
working through the night at the 
scene and were unlikely to be 
able to completely resolve the 
incident by today. 

Mr Goodman said: “We have 
cut a huge hole in the roof area 
and others on the side of the 
building, but it is still too heavily 
smoke-logged for us to see 
enough to safely take a tractor in 
there and remove the material at 
the centre of the fire. 

“We have a pool of water 
outside, ready to dump the 
material in and make sure the 
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fire is out completely. 

“It is frustrating, but the 
weather conditions have worked 
against us, as there has not been 
enough wind to disperse the 
smoke and it has been hanging 
in the air. 

“We are trying our hardest to 
resolve it as quickly as possible, 
but we are not prepared to 
compromise the safety of our fire 
fighters or the site personnel in 
trying to achieve this. 

“We are working with the 
Environment Agency to limit the 
amount of water we use, so that 
it does not escape into local 
rivers.” 

WRG has operated the site 
since 2000 and employs two full 
time and one part time 
members of staff. 

The waste involved in the fire 
was about 150 tonnes of residual 
household and commercial 
waste, which had been received 
earlier in the morning and was 
waiting to be sent for disposal to 
landfill. 

A company spokesman said: 
“We will obviously conduct an 
inquiry as soon as we get full 
access to the building, although 
we may never discover the exact 


cause. We suspect that it may 
have been brought into the site 
in a waste load. Our inquiry will 
help us to decide what to do to 
ensure a fire does not happen 
again and we will take necessary 
steps. 

“WRG apologises to our 


neighbours for the inconven¬ 
ience caused by the fire and we 
are working with the fire service 
on site to deal with the incident.” 

A spokesman for the 
Environment Agency said an 
investigation into the fire was 
being carried out. 


The company has also been 
told by the agency that it cannot 
accept any new waste onto the 
site, once the fire is out, until 
damage to buildings caused by 
the fire has been repaired and 
fire prevention equipment is in 
place. 
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Tools stolen in 
spate of break-ins 

TOOLS and other items were stolen 
from three vehicles broken into on the 
same night and a fourth was damaged. 

Offenders forced open the side 
loading door on a burgundy Peugeot 
Expert van in Mallow Walk, Haverhill, 
between 9pm on Thursday, February 
23 and 6.15am on Friday. A blue 
toolbox, power drill and jump leads 
were taken. 

Then, between 5pm on Thursday 
and 7am on Friday, at Bourne Road, 
Haverhill, offenders forced the side 
door on a Citroen Dispatch van. Two 
Hilti electric drills and a set of golf 
clubs were stolen. 

During the same time period at 
Chimswell Way, Haverhill, the rear 
windscreen of a white Ford tipper was 
smashed and a box of screws, a 40- 
piece drill bit set, a Makita angle 
grinder and a Makita drill were taken. 

Between 8pm on Thursday and 8am 
on Friday, at Beech Grove, Haverhill, 
offenders scratched panels and 
damaged a door lock on a red Vauxhall 
Calibra parked on a driveway. 

Anyone who was in the area at the 
time, who saw anything suspicious or 
who knows the name of the offender or 
offenders, should call police on 101.

A VISION of how a town 
should develop over the 
next 20 years is being 
unveiled today at the 
start of a two-month 
consultation. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Haverhill Vision 2031 
and a Rural Vision for the 
surrounding villages, is its 
most detailed ever and 
includes preferred options of 
where new development 
should go, as well as including 
many other topics such as 
transport, education and 
employment. 

Chris Rand, the council’s 
chief planning officer, said the 
plan had already been revised 
to include views expressed in 
earlier public consultation 
which began a year ago. 

He said: “We had a wide 
ranging response and this is 
our first draft of the final 
document. 

“Now we are asking, did we 
get it right? Did we hear you 
correctly? If we have got it 
wrong, tell us. 

“This is far more than just a 
planning document, it is about 
what you would like the town 
and surrounding area to be 
like in 2031. It is about how we 
accommodate change and 
growth, and what needs 
protecting.” 

Cllr Anne Gower, the 
council’s portfolio holder for 
Haverhill, stressed how impor¬ 
tant it was that as many people 
as possible gave their views. 

She said: “I am really 


conscious of the fact that in 
Haverhill we seem to be 
suffering death by consul¬ 
tation, but this is the big one. It 
is not just about planning, it is 
about what makes a 
community a unique and 
valued and viable place to be. 
That is why I want to 
encourage everyone to get 
behind it. 

“If we get it right this time it 
could make such a difference 
to the years ahead. We need 
everyone’s experience, vision, 
hopes and dreams to play a 
part.” 

An exhibition on the plans 
opens at Haverhill Arts Centre 
tomorrow and there will also 
be events at Samuel Ward 
Academy on March 7, 
Kedington Community Centre 
on March 12, Clare Old School 
Community Centre on March 
20, and Wickhambrook Social 
Centre on March 21, all from 
4-7pm.

Council rejects street lights talk 


COUNTY council officials have 
turned down a request by a town 
council to discuss street lights 
being turned back on, despite 
concerns raised by residents and a 
police inspector. 

Members of Haverhill Town 
Council meeting on Monday night 
were unhappy with the response 
from Suffolk County Council to 
their call for a meeting to discuss 
part-restoration of street lighting 
in the town. 

They agreed to go back to the 
county to press for the issue to be 
considered. 

Since Suffolk County Council 
introduced its ‘intelligent’ street 
lighting system last year, many 
street lights in Haverhill have been 
switched off between midnight 
and 5.30am. 


Large parts of the town have 
been left in darkness and concerns 
have been raised by residents. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, sector 
commander for Haverhill Police, 
raised the issue in January, when 
he said he believed lack of street 
lighting was hampering his 
officers’ efforts to tackle a ‘crime 
spike’ in the town. 

One officer complained that 
when patrolling estates he could 
not see anything, and would not 
have been able to find or catch 
anyone committing a crime. 

Last November a street light was 
turned back on in Haycocks Road, 
Haverhill, after resident Gary 
Byers pointed out the danger 
created by lack of light on the 
steep steps behind his home. 
Residents in the Waveney Terrace 


area complained recently of 
repeated vandalism to their cars, 
but being unable to give a 
description of offenders to police 
because the street was so dark. 

Will Austin, Haverhill Town 
Clerk, said: “The county council 
completely refused our request to 
talk to them about restoring some 
of the lights. 

“Town councillors were not at 
all happy about this. We asked 
them to consider restoring them 
for a time to assess the impact on 
crime. I shall be taking it up with 
them again. 

“I have also been asked to try to 
get some information about the 
type of crime and when it is 
occurring, to go back to them 
with.” 


Cordons go up at disaster-hit bus shelters 


BUS shelters at Haverhill 
bus station, which have 
already been replaced 
once, have now been 
cordoned because of 
fears that they might be 
unstable. 

County councillor 
Anne Gower said: “I am 
pleased county acted so 
quickly, because it is a 
health and safety issue, 
but the whole thing has 
been a complete disaster 


from start to finish. I 
understand the 
contractors used the 
wrong concrete and it is 
eating into the concrete 
poles. First we get the 
wrong shelters, then they 
leak and now these are 
unstable. I want to know 
why we are employing 
contractors who use the 
wrong concrete. It gives 
such a bad impression 
when the first thing 


people see when they 
arrive in Haverhill is 
condoned off bus 
shelters.” 

Councillor Guy 
McGregor, Suffolk 
County Council’s 
portfolio holder for 
roads, planning and 
transport, said: “I share 
and take very seriously 
Councillor Gower’s 
concerns about the 
shelters at Haverhill Bus 


Station and regret the 
impact it will have on bus 
users. This is a difficult 
situation brought about 
by contractors using the 
wrong building materials 
to install the shelters. But 
I can give my assurance 
that the county council is 
acting fast to resolve the 
problem. We hope to 
have the shelters ready to 
use again by the end of 
March.” 


Police vandalism warning at closed sites 


VANDALS breaking into empty 
school sites are putting them¬ 
selves in danger, police have 
warned. 

Chalkstone and Castle Hill Middle 
schools in Haverhill closed last July as 
part of Suffolk’s Schools Reorganisation 
programme, to replace its three-tier 
system with a two-tier structure. 

PC Michael Potter, of Haverhill Police, 
said they had received many calls from 
concerned people reporting that the 
school buildings had been broken into. 

Piping, radiators and other items have 
been stolen, probably for their scrap 
metal value, and damage has also been 
caused to ceilings and windows smashed. 

PC Potter said: “The biggest concern is 
obviously the condition of the schools, 
with broken windows, large shards of 
glass hanging down and ceilings coming 
down. If people are inside school 
premises and something happens to 
them, they are putting themselves in 
danger. 

“We are increasing our patrols and 
working with the local authority to stop 
this happening. 

“We think it is going to be about six 
weeks before the buildings are 
demolished completely. 

“As far as the county council is 
concerned it is not worth the 
considerable cost of having someone 
patrol them, when in a few weeks time 
they are going to be flattened. 

“These schools all have perimeter 
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fences and there is no danger to the 
general public. 

“There are young people going there, 
using them as places to meet and causing 
criminal damage. 

“These are not playgrounds, they are 
essentially building sites, and these 
people are putting themselves in danger.” 

Anyone who sees people breaking into 
a school or damage caused, is asked to 
contact Haverhill Police on 101. 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said both sites were currently 
being made safe to prevent people from 
breaking in, including boarding up 
windows and doors. 

The buildings could not be demolished 
straight away because essential services 
such as gas and electricity needed to be 
disconnected first. 

The Department for Education also 
needs to give formal approval before a 
school building is demolished, and the 
county council was currently in 
discussion with the DfE. 

No decisions have yet been taken about 
the future of either site, although there 
had been a proposal for the Chalkstone 
site to be used to build a care home and 
Castle Hill was currently being 
considered as part of a planning 
consultation being run by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council.

Haverhill Family History 
Group 

THE new year brought an 
excellent turn-out of family 
historians to the January 
meeting, which has been held in 
the library for seven years as a 
weekend event, giving more 
people a chance to discover their 
ancestors. Bernard Amps, from 
Cambridgeshire Family History 
Society started the day off with 
an illustrated talk on why 


‘brickwalls’ might occur and how 
to climb over or look round them 
to find missing people from a 
family tree. 

The rest of the day gave 
beginners and those already 
deep into genealogy the chance 
to consult experts from the 
Suffolk, Essex and 
Cambridgeshire Societies in 
order to further their research. 
More than 70 people attended 
the free event, but profits from 
the refreshments and donations 
amounted to over £107 for the St 


Nicholas Hospice funds. Many 
visitors were from the Haverhill 
area, but a couple came from 
Bourne in Lincolnshire, and 
others from Hunstanton. 

One man, in particular, was very 
pleased to leap over his 
brickwall. 

After 20 years of searching, 
Graham managed to fill in the 
story of his ancestor - John 
Brook who was born in Kent in 
1819 and died in 1867. All he 
knew about John was from the 
the 1861 census, where he was 


listed as a Chelsea Pensioner 
with his Irish wife. In the days 
before internet access he’d 
managed to trace John’s birth 
and death from parish records, 
but wanted to know more about 
John’s life in the Regiment. With 
the help of Mick Denley, 
committee member of the 
Haverhill Group, the records 
were found on the Ancestry 
website on the library’s 
computers, and Graham now has 
many pages detailing John 
Brooks’s Army service.

Disabled woman stole 
doc’s prescription pad 


A DISABLED woman who 
stole a doctor's prescription 
pad and tried to obtain 
drugs for herself has been 
given a conditional dis¬ 
charge by magistrates.

Lesla Small, prosecuting, told 
the court that Ross had visited the 
health centre and her request for a 
morphine-type drug was refused 
by the doctor she saw. 

When the doctor left her alone

in the room for a short time to 
check her records, she took the 
pad and left. 

She then went to the pharmacy 
at the Christmas Makings surgery 
and handed in a prescription 
form. She was known to the 
chemist, who did not feel it was 
genuine, and asked her to come 
back for it. She did not return and 
the prescription was never issued. 

Nick Wray - representing Ross - 
of Cangle function, Haverhill, who 
appeared in court in a wheelchair, 
said she had become ill eight years 
ago. 

He told the court Ross was 


diagnosed with a disorder which 
left her paralysed from the neck 
down for 18 months, but had since 
regained the use of her upper 
body. 

She also suffers from angina, 
polycystic ovaries and Crohn’s 
Disease and her regular 
medication includes the drug she 
had been trying to obtain. 

Last August, her full-time carers 
had been away, her regular repeat 
prescription had not been 
collected and she had been in 
considerable pain. 

Mr Wray said: “It was an inept, 
foolish and bound-to-be- 
discovered activity. It was a 
spontaneous act. She could not 
have gone to a worse place with 
the prescription.”

Watch out

I have been on 
many cooking courses and 
worked at Rick Stein’s restaurant 
in Cornwall. 

At the end of last year, I applied to go 
on a television show and I had to travel 
to London and take my cakes and bakes 
with me. I went through an interview 
process and the judges tried my cakes. 

A few weeks later, the television 
company phoned me and told me that 
they were extremely impressed with me 
and my cakes, and that I had got 
through to the final. I was so pleased 
and got to work on my own recipe that I 
would make. 

On the day of filming I was really 
excited, but nervous, too. The crew 
were so lovely and made me feel right at 
home. I even got to meet two new 
baking buddies, who I keep in contact 
with, and we share recipes and ideas 



together. 

The show is called Baking Mad with 
Eric Laniard and it is to be shown on 
Monday, on Channel 4.1 am not sure 
which one I will be in yet, so we will just 
have to keep our eyes peeled. The recipe 
I will be sharing with you this week is 
the cheesecake I created for the show- 
chocolate hazelnut fluff cheesecake 
with caramelised salted nuts and warm 
toffee sauce.

Hannah’s super cheesecake 


Chocolate hazelnut fluff cheesecake with 
caramelised salted nuts and warm toffee 
sauce 

The base 

Ingredients 

6-8 digestive biscuits 

50g butter 

A handful of chocolate chips 

■ Melt the butter and bash the biscuits into 
crumbs. 

■ Add the chocolate chips to the biscuits and 
pour in the melted butter. 

■ Mix to combine and spread the biscuits mix 
into six small ring tins then pat down, so when 
the butter goes hard it will hold the base 
together. Then put in the freezer. 

For the Fluff 
Ingredients 
50g egg whites 
1 cup of glucose 
A quarter tsp salt 
1 cup icing sugar 
Half a tbsp vanilla extract 

■ To make the fluff, whisk the egg whites, 
glucose and salt together in a freestanding 
mixer or a hand-held one. Mix for five minutes 
until it becomes thick and doubled in size. 

■ On a slow speed, add the icing sugar and 
vanilla. 

The Cake 
Ingredients 
250g cream cheese 
3 leaves of gelatine 
150g fluff 
2x tbsp Nutella 

■ Put the gelatine into a tub with cold water. 

■ Mix the cream cheese with the fluff and 
Nutella. 

■ Once the gelatine has gone transparent, 
drain the water and melt the gelatine in the 
microwave for a few seconds until it turns to 
liquid. 



■ Slowly pour the gelatine into the cream 
cheese and mix well. 

■ Take the rings out of the freezer and fill with 
the mixture and then place into the fridge. 
Salted caramel nuts 

Ingredients 
10Og sugar 
10Og hazelnuts 
Pinch of sea salt 

■ Melt the sugar in a pan on medium heat and 
lay out a piece of parchment paper on your 
work surface. 

■ Once the sugar has melted, add the nuts and 
the salt and quickly mix and take off the heat. 

■ Pour the mixture out onto the parchment and 
leave to cool. 

■ Once cooled, blitz in a process or cut up 
some with a sharp knife. 

Toffee Sauce 
Ingredients 
250g sugar 
250ml double cream 
30g butter 

■ Melt the sugar on a medium heat in a 
saucepan. 

■ Once melted, add the butter and cream and 
stir very quickly until all combined. 

■ Then you just need to plate it up.

£362,000 grant is a huge boost for 
community transport in national first 


COMMUNITY transport in Suffolk has received a 
massive boost following a £362,000 grant from the 
Department for Transport. 

The money is being used to form a new county¬ 
wide umbrella organisation called Suffolk 
Community Transport, the first of its kind in 
England. It will champion community transport 
issues and implement an initial three-year strategy to 
enhance local voluntary transport services. 

The aim of the new organisation will be to support 
and increase the sustainability of the 19 community 
transport operators in Suffolk, including those in 
Haverhill and Newmarket. 

Throughout 2011, a total 76 local authorities in 
rural England received major grants from the 
Department for Transport as part of a £10m 
nationwide scheme. Due to the reliance on 
community transport in Suffolk the money has been 
used to fund the new group. Pensioners, people with 


disabilities, schoolchildren, students, social services, 
day care centres, residential and nursing homes, 
charities and youth organisations are just some of 
the groups which depended on community transport 
in Suffolk to carry out core duties. 

fohn Phillips, one of the Suffolk Community 
Transport directors, said: “The provision of 
community transport has never been so important 
as it is in today’s society. 

“It is no exaggeration to say that without 
community transport services, particularly in rural 
areas, many groups and organisations would simply 
not be able to function and the quality of life of many 
of our residents would be drastically reduced, in 
some cases even leading to complete isolation and 
even a threat to health.”

PLANS to put up an 80m 
mast to assess whether 
an area of Suffolk 
countryside is suitable 
for a wind farm are 
recommended for app¬ 
roval by planners - 
despite objections from 
neighbours, conservation 
groups and councillors. 

Members of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s 
development control comm¬ 
ittee are recommended to 
approve the application from 
South Suffolk Wind Energy 
Ltd to put up the 
meteorological mast for a 
temporary period of three 
years at Canhams Farm, 
Stoke by Clare, at their 
meeting today. 

A previous planning 
application to establish a 
wind farm in an area of 
countryside between Stoke by 
Clare and Clare also attracted 
strong opposition and 
prompted the formation of a

750 member Stop Turbines 
Over Clare action group. 

Commenting on the latest 
application, the group said 
the mast would be higher 
than other structure in the 
area and would be visible for 
many miles around. If it was 
approved, data produced 
should be released to all 
objectors. 

The report to the 
committee said the mast 
would collect data to 
determine whether the site 
was an appropriate and safe 
location for a more 
permanent development. 

Its temporary approval 
would not be any indication 
that a wind farm would be 
approved and any future 
application would be judged 
on its own merits. 

The Colne-Stour Country¬ 
side Association objected to 
the plan, saying: “Unless this 


is refused there will be a 
whole series of very large 
turbines scarring the skyline 
in this beautiful part of south 
Suffolk. 

“This is not the place for 
wind generation. This part of 
the upper Stour Valley is both 
historically and culturally 
important and it deserves to 
be protected.” 

Objections were also 
received from the Dedham 
Vale and Stour Valley Project, 
Suffolk Preservation Society, 
Clare, Birdbrook, Ashen and 
Belchamp St Paul parish 
councils, the Clare Society, 
Clare Tourist Forum, county 
councillor Jane Midwood and 
more than 20 residents. 

The report concluded: “The 
width of the mast and the guy 
wires will result in a 
development that, while 
visible, will not be so 
injurious to the visual 
amenity of the area as to 
justify a refusal of permission 
in this instance.”

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My 17-year battle with 
‘the invisible illness' 


After falling ill with ME as a teenager, ALEX TERRY has not only fought chronic fatigue - she’s 
had to face being called lazy, depressed and a hypochondriac. Now the 34-year-old from Harston 
is finally coming alive again after undergoing a new treatment which she swears has 
transformed her life. Here, she tells her story.

A T the age of 
16, just two 
weeks after 
excitedly starting 
sixth form in 
Cambridge, I was 
struck down with a 
mystery illness. 

It started with the 
normal progression of flu: 
one week in bed followed 
by one week gradual 
recovery. Most people 
continue to recover over 
the next few weeks until 
they are back to feeling 
‘normal’ again. After 17 
years, now age 34,1 have 
still not recovered to that 
extent. 

I have ME, which stands 
for Myalgic 
Encephalopathy. I 
discovered ME meant my 
muscles couldn’t keep me 
upright for long, my 
memory didn’t work, I 
couldn’t concentrate, my 
body couldn’t heat itself, 
my joints and limbs felt 
leaden and sore, I was 
constantly exhausted and 
my brain kept blanking 
out. 

The medical profession 


refused to help, so unlike 
most children struck down 
with a severely debilitating 
illness, I was considered a 
hypochondriac and 
undeserving of sympathy, 
support or care. 

In the early 90s, when I 
first became ill, ME was 
commonly known as 
‘Yuppie Flu’ and as being 
‘all in the head’. 

Bar a few, most of my 
teachers were 
embarrassed by my 
change and either 
condemned me as lazy or 
tried to avoid me. My 
friends carried on with 
their merry teenage 
experimentations with 
barely a thought for me. I 
was as invisible as my 
illness. 

Fortunately, my mum, 
Dorothy, never stopped 
fighting. She discovered 
what was wrong with me, 
but could find no 
treatment and no cure. 

She spent all her time 
helping me get up, day 
after day, month after 
month, and kept my 
muscles and brain from 
completely wasting. My 
‘brain fog’ gradually 


became less oppressive 
and, eventually, my mum’s 
perseverance meant I 
gained enough qualifi¬ 
cations to go to university. 

I learned how to 
manage activities to fit my 
limited energy reserves 
and was able to gain a first 
class degree in ancient 
history and archaeology at 
the University of 
Newcastle upon Tyne, and 
then an MA with 
distinction in ancient 
history at The University of 
Nottingham. Success was 
tainted by the gradual 
realisation that every time 
I pushed my brain or body 
hard, my ME would 
eventually crash. Each 
crash took an increasing 
amount of time to crawl 
back from. 

I came to terms with my 
illness six years ago, 
accepting I had about half 
the energy of a healthy 
person my age and could 
only work part-time. 
Working three days a week 
left me four rest days a 
week and I used most of 
my five weeks’ annual 
leave to give me booster 
rest days. 


That routine left me 
with enough energy for my 
husband Paul to decide it 
was time to get married. I 
always wanted to wait 
until I had at least 80 per 
cent normal energy but, 
after eight years, Paul 
worried that day might 
never arrive. I planned the 
day with military precision 
to give me plenty of rest 
time. It was wonderful and 
I looked well on the 
surface, but I took months 
to recover from the 
resulting pain. 

This highlights a major 
problem faced by ME 
sufferers: the public knows 
the reality of well 
documented illnesses and 
can appreciate the huge 
effort. But ME is not talked 
about or recognised. 
People see sufferers 
smiling and behaving 
normally and, unaware of 
the lonely, painful months 
spent conserving energy, 
feel justified in believing 
the myth that it is not ‘real’. 
You are made to feel 
shameful when you have 
ME. 

I never stopped 
searching for treatments. I 


came across Vegepa, a 
concentrated omega-3 
supplement developed by 
Cambridge company 
Igennus, which eased 


some symptoms. Apart 
from that I could only find 
therapies which were 
either basic common 
sense or worryingly 


perpetuated the ‘it’s all in 
the head’ theory of ME. 
One well publicised so- 
called treatment even 
proclaims that people 
with ME can’t get better 
because they are locked in 
a loop of fear of non¬ 
recovery. 

GPs only ever offered 
me anti-depressants. I 
always ask if they have 
been proven to help with 
ME, otherwise why would 
I take mind-altering drugs 
when ME has already 
harmed my memory and 
ability to concentrate? The 
universal response is: 
“There is no evidence but 
that is our treatment.” If 
there had been any 
suggestion anti¬ 
depressants help ME 
specifically, I would have 
tried them. 

Then by complete 
chance in 2009, while 
reading a newsletter in a 
Trumpington chemist, I 
discovered the treatment 
that has transformed my 
quality of life, the Perrin 
Technique. It suggests a 
very plausible, biomedical 
cause for ME. As far as I 
understand it the 
technique is based on the 
theory ME results when 
something like a virus 
causes a fault in the 
lymphatic system, which 
is regulated by the

I have always described 
the feeling of ME as the 
pain you get after a very 
long, hard walk. The lactic 
acid makes your muscles 
hurt and shake, and your 
body is at the point of 
collapse. Add to this the 
sensation of a severe 
hangover. Being poisoned 
by a long-term build up of 
toxins seems a very likely 
reason for why my muscles 
feel leaden and my brain 
doesn’t work properly. 

The treatment can take 
more than two years and is 
initially intensive. I was 
treated at a clinic in 
Oakington once a week for 
the first 12 weeks, followed 
by every two weeks for 12 
weeks and so on. The 
lymphatic build-up is 
drawn out of the muscles 
and into the defective 
drainage system where the 
pressure forces the waste 
to be discharged. 

Gradually treatments 
become more spaced out 
as the practitioner tries to 
get the system working on 
its own again.

Although it was 
initially very difficult as I 
was exhausted, sore and 
consequently fractious, we 
have kept this daily routine 
for 24 months so far. 

Month eight was the 
turning point when I 
started to feel better. Now, 
after two years, I’m mostly 
swelling free and the 
improvements are 
becoming more constant. 
Most of the time my 
muscles and joints are pain 
free, my concentration is 
not bad, and I have so 
much more energy. I have 
enough to stay with friends 
for whole weekends and, 
for the first time in 10 
years, have been able to go 
out in the evenings. 

Another amazing upside 
to this treatment is that I 
now have a chance for a 
family. Previously, I knew I 
did not have the energy to 
look after a child. That is 
no longer the case and, 
after a year to enjoy my 
restored health, my 
husband Paul and I plan to 
start trying. 

I get very angry that this

WE asked Dr Charles 
Shepherd, honorary 
medical adviser for the 
ME Association, for the 
charity’s official line on 
the Perrin Technique. 

This is what he told us: 
“In the absence of

“In the case of this 
osteopathic treatment, I 
am not convinced that the 
scientific theory upon 
which it is based is 
correct.” 


treatment is not 
publicised. GPs and ME 
organisations do not need 
to recommend it but they 
should let patients know it 
exists. If I had known about 
it when I was first ill, my 
experience of life would be 
very different. As it was, 
much of my late teens and 
20s was spent in a semi- 
vegetative state. 

Research into ME needs 
to focus on biomedical 
factors. Until then I cannot 
see medical or public 
perceptions changing. 
During 2011 there have 
been slight positive 
advances, with a 
Parliamentary debate on 
ME occurring in February. 
There is also an e-petition 
on the Government’s 
petition website requesting 
that an independent 
committee oversee 
Government funding for 
biomedical research into 
CFS/ME. E-petition 491 
has more than 1,511 
signatures so far. 

This is not a short or an 
easy treatment and it’s not 
a cure. However, after just 
the first year, I looked back 
and realised it had 
transformed my life. If you 
know of someone who has 
ME, or who has a family 
member who suffers from 
it, tell them about this 
treatment. They might 
decide not to try it, but at 
least they will have had the 
option.

A DEDICATED fundraiser has a 
very personal reason for taking 
part in a charity event in aid of 
dementia research - after her 
husband was diagnosed with 
Alzheimer's disease aged 43. 

Sarah King, of Linton, saw at first¬ 
hand the devastation that Alzheimer’s 
causes as her husband Andrew, a 
geneticist, developed an early-onset 
form of the disease about six years ago. 

Andrew, now 49, can no longer walk 
or talk and is fed by a tube while living 
at a care home in March.

“It’s very important to raise funds for 
this charity as it is funding research to 
find a cure.”

raising manager for Alzheimer’s 
Research UK, said: “We first got to 
know Sarah when she took part in our 
Big Walk last year. Since then, we’ve 
been delighted to welcome her into our 
community of supporters. Full of 
enthusiasm, Sarah has been busy 
raising money for our pioneering 
dementia research and raising 
awareness by sharing her story. 

“Sarah’s wonderful support is greatly 
appreciated and we’re looking forward 
to seeing her again at our Big Walk. 

“We aim to raise £50,000 - enough to 


fund an entire pilot research project to 
help defeat dementia as well as vital 
equipment for our scientists.”

USA MILLARD meets the Cambridge period 
instrument pioneers who have allowed 
baroque and classical masterworks to be 
heard as they were originally supposed to 
sound.

F ormed in 

Cambridge in 
1973 by famed 
conductor Christopher 
Hogwood, a graduate of 
Pembroke College, the 
Academy of Ancient 
Music (AAM) is a 
global phenomenon 
widely acclaimed as one 
of the world’s greatest 
pioneering period- 
instrument bands. 

Known for its musical 
excellence, the orchestra uses 
period instruments to play 
baroque and classical music 
pieces as the composer 
intended. 

A deep understanding of 
music underlies the AAM and 
the orchestra’s achievements 
are fostered by a range of 
guest artists, including singers 
Dame Emma Kirkby, Dame 
Joan Sutherland and Cecilia 
Bartoli as well as a 
collaboration with the Choir 
of King’s College, Cambridge. 
The latter produced the 
world’s first live classical 
cinecast, beaming Handel’s 
Messiah into thousands of 
cinemas across the globe. 

The AAM plays around the 
world but is a Cambridge 
institution and has a regular 
season at West Road Concert 


Hall and annual concerts with 
the Choir of King’s College. 

“The history of the 
Academy of Ancient Music is 
truly global and, at the same 
time, we’re very much rooted 
at home here in Cambridge,” 
says Toby Chadd, the 
academy’s external relations 
manager. 

“What’s special about the 
AAM is that our music 
making is inspired by the 
performances which Bach, 
Handel and Haydn would have 
known,” explains Toby. “So 
we play on original 
instruments (gut strings, not 
metal, trumpets without 
valves); we very often don’t 
have a conductor, but are 
directed by one of the 
musicians; and we play from 
original scores rather than 
later editions. 

“It’s not an academic 
exercise, though: it’s a way of 
making music come alive by 
recreating the passion and 
vitality which composers, 
musicians and audiences felt 
when it was first composed. 
We were one of the first 
orchestras to take this 
revolutionary attitude, and I’m 
proud to say that we’re still at 
the forefront of the classical 
music world 

“Some of our most vibrant 
music making takes place in 


Cambridge. 

“We have given UK 
premieres of recently- 
discovered works and 
celebrated well-known 
masterpieces, and the season 
ahead is brimming with 
highlights.” 

Musicians lined up to 
perform with the Academy 
this year include violinist 
Alina Ibragimova (recently 
nominated for the 2011 


Gramophone Award for Best 
Artist), soprano Anna 
Prohaska and tenor James 
Gilchrist. 

The AAM’s music also 
benefits from a number of 
fruitful collaborations, says 
Toby. 

“For many years we’ve 
enjoyed a particularly strong 
relationship with the Choir of 
King’s College, Cambridge, 
making many acclaimed 


recordings together. 

“Every Easter we perform a 
Bach Passion together in 
King’s Chapel, and last year 
this was brought to London 
for the first time, to a sold-out 
Cadogan Hall. 

“We are also Orchestra-in- 
Residence at the University of 
Cambridge and hold a series 
of masterclasses with students 
from the Faculty of Music. 
Many of our musicians are 
teachers and professors, and 
passing on our expertise and 
passion to the next generation 
is at the heart of the AAM’s 
mission.” 

The academy is also 
dedicated to involving young 
people as audience members, 
offering £3 tickets to its 
Cambridge concerts for 
anyone who is under 26 or a 
full-time student. 

“Over the coming year in 
Cambridge, we’ll be 
performing music spanning 
three centuries,” says Toby, 
“from Monteverdi to 
Beethoven, ranging in scale 
from intimate solo violin 
works to grand symphonies. 
There’s something for 
everyone.” 

A central part of re¬ 
discovering the original 
sounds of classical and 
baroque music lies, of course, 
in the instruments. 

“Rather than using violins 
and trumpets built with the 
latest technology, the academy 
challenges itself to work with 
the instruments on which the 
music would have been first 
performed.”

from her sweetheart (Warren

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GARDENING 


It's time to veg out 


A S ‘grow your own’ 
campaigns have 
gathered 

momentum in the last few 
years, many people have 
had a go at growing their 
own veg, even if they’ve 
just had time and space to 
sow a few lettuces in a 
window box. 

But if you’re one of the few 
who has steered away from veg, 
perhaps preferring your flower 
borders to look ordered and 
formal, now’s the time to create 
some space especially for edibles 
and think about what you are 
going to sow. 

Check the soil temperature 
first, because if you sow too 
early the seedlings will struggle 
and become vulnerable to pests 
and diseases. It’s likely that the 
recent cold snap will have 
delayed many sowings for a few 
weeks. 

As a general guideline, in 
mild areas early sowings can be 
made into the ground towards 
the end of February, but in 
colder areas you need to cover 
seed beds with plastic sheeting 
or cloches for at least three 
weeks before sowing, to warm 
up the soil. But nothing is set in 
stone. 

Use a soil thermometer to 
check the soil temperature in the

morning, pushing it 5-10cm (2- 
4in) into the soil. If it remains 
above 7C (45F) for a week, you 
should be safe to start sowing 
early vegetables in prepared 
beds. Seed sown before that 
temperature is reached will 
germinate, but will be more 
susceptible to soil diseases. 

To prepare a seed bed, the soil 
needs to be broken down to a 
fine tilth and the surface levelled 
off with a rake - it should end up 
like a fine, crumbly texture. 
Throw out any stones, weeds and 
other debris you come across 
while doing this. It’s also 
advisable to add some fertiliser 
such as chicken manure pellets 
or blood, fish and bone to the 
soil before sowing. 

Then you can grow a wealth 
of vegetables, from spring 
onions, leeks, beetroot and 
radishes, to carrots, parsnips and 
kohl rabi. If the area you have is 
too small to rotate crops, then 
grow what you like where you 


can, but don’t plant the same 
crop in the same place two years 
running. 

Always sow vegetable seeds in 
straight rows, which makes it 
easier to hoe weeds out during 
the growing season. 

Set out a garden line or pegs 
and string to mark the position 
of the rows and use the row 
spacing for each vegetable 
following the instructions on the 
seed packet. Allow for different 
spacing between rows of 
different crops, so that a larger 
one doesn’t swamp a smaller 
one. 

Then make a seed drill using a 
narrow trowel or stick and sow 
the seeds as evenly as you can in 
the bottom of the drill. 

After sowing, cover big seeds 
such as peas with around 1cm of 
soil, but less for smaller seeds. 
Water thoroughly with a fine 
sprinkler which won’t disturb the 
soil or wash away the seeds 
afterwards. 

Carrots can be sown at two- 
week intervals to provide a 
succession of crops during the 
year. Early potatoes can be 
chitted, putting them upright in 
seed trays in a frost-free place 
such as a windowsill with the 
end with the most eyes 
uppermost. They should be kept 
in a cool, light place so that the 
shoots grow strong. 

Once they have sprouted. 


select two or three fat shoots to 
grow on and rub out the rest. 
Seed potatoes can be bought 
from garden centres. Don’t risk 
using old ones from the 
supermarket because they’re 
more likely to become diseased. 

One of the earliest vegetables 
to crop is the broad bean. Sow 
seeds in pots in a cold frame or 
greenhouse, which will produce 
seedlings ready to plant out in 
March. 

Quick-growing lettuces such 
as Little Gem can be sown in late 
February or March in mild areas, 
in rows 15cm (6in) apart. If the 
soil is workable, make a first 
sowing of the quick-growing 
carrot variety, Early Nantes. 

When seedlings are large 
enough, any surplus can be 
pulled (which means thinning 
out). Larger clumps can be 
thinned to leave one or two 
strong seedlings. 

Other vegetables such as 
celeriac can be sown indoors in 
pots from late February to mid- 
March but they need a minimum 
temperature of 15C (60F) to 
germinate. 

If you persevere with growing 
from seed, before you know it, 
you will be sitting down to a 
meal of delicious vegetables you 
have grown yourself - and will 
probably have enough left over 
to give to your neighbours!

“The March market 


holds a great deal of 
significance for the UK’s 
franchised dealer 
network, motorists and 
the wider economy,” 
said Paul Everitt, SMMT
